Trip to Libya reaffirms beliefs

world — the United States,” said 
Macheo Shabaka, a graduate student

In an interview with The Siate 
Hornet, Shabaka talked about Libyan 
leader Moammar Khadafy and his

loved and respected by his people,” 
Shabaka said. “People would run up 


to him, crowd around him just to be 
able to touch him or look at him.” 

Shabaka, who is doing graduate 
work dealing with Libyan economics 
and Khadafy’s political theories, 
attended a conference in Libya during 

oring break. 

“I saw no dissention whatsoever 
against Khadafy,” he said. Shabaka 
seid Khadafy has greatly improved 
his couniry in less than 20 years 

In 1969, Khadafy and three other 
people staged a military coup against 
King Indris, then the leader of Libya.

English only is outdated 


Last Friday, a debate was held on campus over the 
movement to make English the official language of the United 
States. The debate centered around the question of whether the 
United States should become, in law and practice, a country in 
which two or more languages share official status and are used 
widely in public life, business, education and government or, 
whether the primacy of English should be maintained 

According to concerned observers, (such as former Calif 
Sen. S.1. Hayakawa) for the first time in the American 
expenence, a large immigrant group may be electing to bypass the 
processes of acculturation and assimilation that turned previous 
immigrant groups into English-speaking Americans 

The group these people are referring to are the Mexican 
Puerto Rican and Cuban immigrants whose rapid growth in 
the United States has been on the increase since World War II 

lhe purpose of the English Only movement seems to be to 
dG away with the possibility of bilingualism in our country 
Opponents of bilingualism believe that the pride of national 
ongin was not threatened by the “Americanization” process 
in other immigrant groups. They also believe that bilingualism 
Opens the way to a new type of divisiveness in the nation 

Economics is another point raised by the supporters of the 
English Only movement. They contend that money is wasted 
on such things as bilingual education and separate ballots 
However, in opposition to the English Only movement the old 
faith in America as a melting pot is being relaced by a growing 
number of people who believe in cultural pluralism. To these 
people, bilingualism in the United States is essential if we are to 
compete as a political and economic power in a world of 
bilingual and bicultural nations 
» The 'Whited’States is probably one of the few countries (if 
hot the only one) in the world in which competency in a second 
language ts not required of school children 
ethnocentric 
in Other countries to know English rather than trying to learn 
their language 

In addressing the argument that bilingual education is costly 


\mericans are 
while traveling abroad, we often expect people 


and leads to disunity, we must point out that studies have proven 
bilingual students do better in school. For example, one such 
study done at UC Davis found bilingual law students scored 
higher on their LSAT tests then their monolingual classmates 
For more information on this study and others, interested 
students and faculty can go to the Cross Cultural Resource 
Center 

\s far as the cost of bilingual ballots is concerned, is it not 
better to have them available than to disenfranchise a growing 
group of voters? 

The whole point behind bilingual education is not to do 
away with English and not require immigrants to learn our 
language. The point is for immigrants to learn English while 
retaining their mother tongue 

Not only is the English Only movement really unnecessary, 
itts particularly distressing because if it does succeed, it is only a 
hint of things to come. Monolingualism and monoculturalism 
are things of the past. It is time for Americans to throw away 
their prejudices and ethnocentric attitudes and realize that 
being “American” does not only apply to English speaking 
citizens of the United States and that speaking one language can 
only limit our opportunities

Waiting lists are six months long 
Adapting parents and children to new 
people and places is a traumatic 
experience. A child care progvam 
which meets the needs of a student is 
next to impossidle to find. And lastly, 
many parents are faced with dropping 
units oF postponing their schooling 


altogether 

Why is CSUS willing to dump 
250 children into the Sacramento 
area, whose child care programs are 
already full to their capacity? And 
why are parents being treated like 
second class citizens? | do not know 
the answer to these questions and 
when | try to find out, I get half- 
answers such as: The administration 
has already found a site that will 
accommodate 40 children; why waste 
money on a facility that will be used 
for one year; or the poor excuse 
maybe we can learn from this expe- 
rience. Well, those answers just aren't 
good enough and the entire procedure 
i$ $0 Secretive that we have not even 
been told who is responsible for this 
chaos 

We pay our student fees and 
deserve no less than quality care for 
our children (sponsored by CSUS) 
and we deserve to be free of mind 
while attending our classes, 

Isn't it ironic that we should 
celebrate “Week of the Young Child” 
last week and the next week slam the 
center's doors on our children? And 
of course, at the upcoming Open 
House celebration, the highlight of the 
evening will be the unveiling of the 
model of the new Child Care Center.

Rope know well the false promises 
the major labels can make. Last year 
the band was ready to sign with Island 
Records along with four other Cali- 
fornia “psychedelic” bands which 
they were erroneously lumped in 
with. Then, before you could say 
“Dead Grammas on a train,” 


most of 


the management was fired and the 
deal was called off. However, Front- 
ier Records, an independent com- 
pany, was eager to pul out rhin 
White Rope’s debut album and has 
since done so. 

The band feels satisfied with the 
turn of events. Drummer Joe Becker 
explains, “One reason we didn't sign 
with Island Records is that it 
would've been too big a jump for us. 
There have been a lot of bands that 
have gone from basically nothing into 
the heat of the frying pan only to burn 
out. There’s nowhere else to go after 
that. What are any members of The 
Knack doing these days?” 

Small independent record com- 
panies take greater interest in the 
people they sign. More emphasis is 
put on artistic credibility than on 
profit ratios. “It’s important being 
able to call the president of the label 
anytime to find out what's up, or 
having her come and watch all the 
recording sessions and saying you can
